WASHINGTON, June 14—Sec- 
retary of Defense Thomas S. 
Gates Jr. proposed yesterday 
that top civilians in the Penta- 
gon, including himself, should 
avoid ‘‘direct political activity.”’ 

‘“‘In my judgment.” he said at 
a Senate hearing, ‘“‘we have too 
big a procurement program, too 
ig a cross-section of American 
industry, too big a responsibility 
to nonpartisan committees of 
the Congress to engage in dii- 
rect political activity. 1 hope 
we do not.” 

There has been a running po- 
litical tight between the Eisen- 
hower Administration and Demo- 
crats in control of Congress over 
whether military officials should 
make partisan speeches at Re- 
publican fund-raising affairs. 

Senator Henry M. 
(Dem.), Washington, 
of the subcommittee on national 
|policy machinery, asked Gates 
whether he agreed that top Pen- 
tagon civilians should ‘‘stay out 
of partisan political activity.” 

Quotes His Associates. 

“I would prefer personally, 
and most of my associates would, 
to be disassociated from any po- 
litical activity while holding of- 
fice in the Department of 
Detense,”’ Gates said.

Jackson asked Gates whether 
he would favor a hiring policy 
for top Pentagon officials that 
would entirely disregard ‘‘parti- 
san politics.” This policy, the 
Senator suggested, could govern 
all top assignments in the na.- 
tional security field, presumably 
including staff chiefs of the Na- 
tional Security Council, the State 
Department's policy planning 
staff, the Operations Co-ordina- 
tion Board, the Civil and Defense 


Mobilization Board and others. 


Gates replied: 

“Over the years ... there 
have been many _ illustrations 
where people of opposition par- 
ties have held office in the De- 
partment of Defense or in the 
service departments. . . . There 
are people today in this position. 
I think this has been fine. Any 
resolution or guidance that the 
senate would give a new Presi- 
dent that partisan politics should 
not be paramount or be decisive 
in terms of an appointee in the 


‘Department of Defense I would 


be in accord with.’ 


This language came close to 
the words of Robert A. Lovett; 
Republican Secretary of Defense 
in the administration of Harry S. 
Truman, In testimony earlier 
this year before the Jackson 
panel, Lovett, now. a New York 
investment banker, said that ‘‘the 
great tradition’ of no politics in 
the services should equally ap- 
ply to their civilian heads, 

Additional Points, 

Gates made these other major 


| points in his. testimony: 


1. The President himself 
makes the hard decisions on 
national security, not in “‘a so- 
called mass atmosphere’ at 
the National Security Council, 
as suggested by some recent 
critics, but after “‘the pros and 
cons of any issue are thor- 
oughly and ably debated’ by 
the council. 

2. There is always room for 
administrative improvement in 
an organization as big as the 
Pentagon, but he sees no need 
lor any new legislation just 
now. 

3. Of six major issues that 
came before the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff since Jan. 21, five were 
decided at a single meeting 
and the sixth within one week 
after it first came up.

TOKYO, June 14 (UPTI)—Four 
thousand leitist students held a 
noisy but non-violent demonstra- 
tion at Tokyo’s police. headquar- 
ters today to protest against a 
new government security crack- 
down in advance of President 
Eisenhower's visit. 

The denonstration came as 
the giant Federation. of Labor 
Unions called a strike of its re- 
ported 5,800,000 membership 
throughout Japan tomorrow in 
further prot -st against the visit. 

The students—members of the 
Zengakuren organization which 
has vowed to ‘‘punish’’ Mr. 
Eisenhower and wich was be- 
lieved responsible for the mob 
attack o.. 
C. Hagerty last Fridey—snake- 
danced around the headquarters 
building. Earlier they had dem- 
onstrated in front of the Parlia- 
ment building. 

Eventually they sat down to 
block neighboring streets as a 
delegation of 28 persons went in- 
side the building to protest 
against police raids on schools 
and union offices to shackle 
leaders of groups threatening 
demonstrations on Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s arrival. 

Some 1000 policemen stood 
guard outside the building and 
sound trucks repeated warnings 
to the students to disperse or 
face arrest. Earlier, 11 police- 
men were injured in a nearby

The students were urged on by 
Toshio Tanaka a Socialist mem- 
ber of the Japanese Diet (Par- 
liament) who called Hagerty 
“stupid’’ and predicted ‘‘many 
students will be injured and ar- 
rested in struggles to come.”’

For Job With 22,795-Mile Trip 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower’s’ Far 
Eastern trip will be the longest 
ever taken by an American 
President—22,795 miles. 


It barely outdistances his 1)- 
nation, three-continent trip © of 
last December, which covered 
22.370 miles. 

The Far Eastern tour will 
bring the President's total trav- 
els during his 714 years in office 
to 318,274 miles. 

If he takes no more trips 
before leaving office at the end 


‘ef the year, that would figure

out to an average of 39,784 miles 
a year. 

Harry S. Truman averaged 
29,784 miles a year, and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt averaged 28,908 a 
year in their terms. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft averaged 
28,640 miles a year. as President 
early in ‘thé century, thus run- 
ning a close fourth in, distance 
covered to the modern Presi- 
dents. 

Exclusive of the present trip, 
Mr. Eisenhower has covered

MANILA, June’ 14—Hundreds 
of thousands of Filipinos roared 
a welcome to President Ejisen- 
hower on his arrival today in 
Manila, first stop in his Asian 
tour. The crush of the enthusias- 
tic crowd turned his motorcade 
into a mammoth traffic jam. 
The Filipinos slipped through 
barriers at the Manila airport to 
greet Mr. Eisenhower. They 
waved flags and threw confetti 
rg the 14-mile route into the 

y. They crowded into the 
parade behind his open limousine 
in automobiles, trucks, busses 
jeeps, motorcycies and bicycles.

Bigger Than V-J Day. 

Filipino officials called the 
welcome turnout the biggest 
demonstration Manila had ever 
seen. The Filipino presidential 
press secretary said it was even 
bigeer than V-J day in 1945. 

Official estimates of the crowd 
ranged from 1,000,000 to 1,500,- 
000. 

President Eisenhower rode 
with President Carlos P. Garcia 
of the Philippines in an open 
Cadillac, standing most of the 
way in the hot sunshine and 
waving with his two-arm victory 
salute. 

The motorcade took 15 minutes 
to clear the airport grounds. It 
was halted three. times when 
crowds pressed against it before 
the caravan reached a welcome 
arch at the entrance of Pasay 
City, a suburb of Manila. 

Street Lined Solidly. 
| The parade went through eight 
other welcome arches and past 
eight pylons with greetings and 
quotations from _ Eisenhower 
speeches. 

Dewey boulevard, the long 
ocean-front drive into the city, 
was lined solidly on both sides 
with men, women and children, 
six to eight deep. A crowd of 
young women in bright colored 
dresses threw rose petals at Mr, 
Eisenhower as he passed. 
Spectators occasionally recog- 
nized another celebrity in the 
passing motorcade — James C, 
Hagerty, the President’s press 
secrtary—and shouted ‘‘Hi, Mr. 
Hagerty.’’ and ‘*‘How was it in 
Japan, Mr. Hagerty?” 

The United States aircraft car- 
‘rier Yorktown lay in the harbor 
about three miles out, and two 
United States helicopters hov- 
ered overhead. 

When the procession crossed 
Jones bridge into the downtown 
section, the crowd was so thick 
the automcbiles could scarcely 
move. A _ blizzard of confetti 
from office buildings quickly 
piled six inches deep on the 
pavement 

Cycles Catch Fire. 

With the crowd surging about 
the automobiles, several police 
motorcycles caught fire as of- 
ficers tried to clear a way tor 
the slow-moving procession. 

One motorcycle burst into 
flames next to the automobile oi 
Lt. Col. and Mrs. John Eisen- 
hower, the President’s son and 
daughter-in-law. The car was 
cut off from the rest of the 
motorcade but they later ap- 
peared at the presidential pal- 


The procession ended at the 
palace, called the Malacanang, 
formerly the residence of United 
States governors general and 
high commissioners, including 
William Howard Taft, Weldon 
Jones and Paul V. McNutt. 

Only a group of students gave 
the President a mixed reception, 
They carried homemade signs 
saving “Why U. S. Giving More 
Aid to Japan?’’ “‘We Don't Like 
Friendship with Sirings,” and 
“We Want Economic Freedom.” 

But the sare group displayed 
other. signs saying ‘“‘Weicome 
Ike” and “Down With Krush- 
chev.”

Says It Has ‘No Fresh 
Ideas, Summit 
Would Have Foun- 
dered if Khrushchev 
Had Not Wrecked It.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—Senator John F. Kennedy said 
today that if Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev had not wrecked the 
summit conference it would 
have foundered on what he 
called obsolete United States 
policies. 

Kennedy, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, said that if the presidential 
campaign turns on the issue of 
who best can stand up to 
Khrushchev, the American peo- 
ple will lose, no matter who 
wins in November. 

His Senate speech coupled a 
series of foreign policy sugges- 
tions of his own with slashing 
criticism of President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, the probable Re- 
publican presidential nominee. 


It obviously was intended both 
to reply to his Republican critics 
and to counter implications by 
some supporters of rival Demo- 
cratic presidential aspirants that 
Kennedy, who is 43 years old, 
is too youthful and inexperi- 
enced to negotiate with Khrush- 
chev on vital problems. 


*“‘No Fresh Ideas.’”’ 


Kennedy said the American 
delegation headed by Mr. Ejisen- 
hower went to the Paris summit 
meéting with ‘‘no fresh 
and only ‘‘obsolete policies and 
meaningless slogans.”’ 

“Our conferees have consist- 
ently gone to the international 
bargaining table ill-staffed, ill- 
prepared and ill-advised,’ he 
said. ‘‘Co-ordinate efforts—with 
all agencies and all allies—have 
faltered without strong direction 
from the top; and strong direc- 
tion from the top has often fal- 
tered because the President has 
not been kept fully informed.” 


Because of this, the Massachu- 
setts Senator said, it was ‘‘for- 
tunate that the violent manner 
in which the Soviets carried out 
their determination to wreck the 
summit made it clear to the 
world that the blame for the 
collapse of the conference rests 
on Mr. Khrushchev.”’ 

People Misled. 


“Our allies and our own peo- 
ple,”’ he added, ‘‘had been mis- 
led into believing there was 
some point to holding a summit 
conference, that we were pre- 
pared to say more than what 
changes in the status quo we 
would not accept, that by a 
miracle of personal charm and 
public relations the Russians 
could be cajoled into yielding 
some of their hard-won positions 
of strength, that we had some 
conception of alternative settle- 
ments that were both acceptable 
to us and possibly acceptable to 
the Soviets. 

‘“‘But the truth of the matter 
is that we were not prepared for 
any such negotiations, that there 
was no real success which the 
summit could have achieved.’’ 

Kennedy struck back 
Nixon’s contention that Nixon, 
among the candidates of both 
parties, is best qualified by ex- 
perience and toughness to nego- 
tiate with Khrushchev. 

“The issue is not who can 
best ‘stand up to Khrushchev,’ 
who can best swap threats and 
insults—the real issue is who 
can best stand up and summon 
America’s vast resources to the 
defense of freedom against the 
most dangerous threat it ever 
faced,” he said. 

‘People Will Be Losers.’ 

“For if the 1960 
should degenerate 
test of who can 
to Khrushchev, or which party 
is the ‘party of war’ or the 
‘party of appeasement’. . . then 
it makes little difference who 
the winners are in July or No- 
vember—the American people 
and the whole free world will 
be the losers.” 

Kennedy said that ‘‘neither 
Camp David talks nor kitchen 
debates’”’ will compel Khrushchev 
to enter fruitful negctiations. He 
said only a rebuilding of Amer- 
ican military strength will con- 
vince the Soviet Premier that 
time is not on his side and that 
a peaceful settlement is essential 
to mutual survival. This must 
be accompanied, he said, by the 
formation of long-term policies 
aimed at increasing the strength 
of the free world. 

Among other things, Kennedy 
said the United States must have 
‘shidden, moving or invulnerable 
weapons”’ to give it the world’s 
greatest nuclear striking power. 
Along with this he said this 
country must regain the ability 
to intervene in any limited war 
anywhere in the world. 

Would Rebuild NATO. 

He called for rebuilding NATO 
“into a viable and consolidated 
military force.”’ 

Kennedy proposed ‘‘an entirely 
revamped foreign aid program” 
geared to long-term commit- 
ments to help feed and give 
economic aid to underdeveloped 
countries. He said steps must 
be taken to make Latin Amer- 
ican nations full partners in 
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campaign

Calling for a new approach to 
Middle East problems, Kennedy 
said measures must be taken to 
‘“‘hasten the inevitable Arab ac- 
ceptance of the permanence of 
Israel.” He said United States 
policies must recognize ‘‘the in- 
evitable triumph of nationalism 
in Africa. 


‘“‘We must reassess a China 
policy which has failed dismally 
to move toward its principal ob- 
jective of weakening» Communist 
rule in the mainland,’’ he said. 
But he added that Red China 
must not be recognized until 
there is in Peiping ‘‘a genuine 
change in her belligerent atti- 
tude toward her Asian neighbors 
and the world.’’ 

Arms Control Research. 

Kennedy suggested creation of 
an ‘‘Arms Control Research In- 
stitute’ to detect and monitor 
the complex systems of modern 
warfare. 

Finally he proposed that steps 
be taken to create at home ‘‘an 
expanding economy, where 
growth is not dissipated in in- 
flation and consumer luxuries 
are not confused with national 
strength.”’ 

Kennedy’s competence in deal- 
ing with international_affairs has 
been questioned by supporters 
of his rivals in both parties. 

Nixon told Republican Nation- 
al Committee members here last 
Saturday that for anyone to sug- 
gest that President Eisenhower 
should have expressed regrets 
to Khrushchev for the spy plane 
incident indicates ‘‘a_ rather 
naive understanding of the con- 
duct and attitudes of Mr. 
Khrushchev.” 

Kennedy said in Oregon last 
month he believed it might have 
been possible for Mr. Eisen- 
hower to have saved the still- 
born summit meeting by express- 
ing such regrets. 

Previously Kennedy had in- 
dorsed the May 20 charge by 
Adlai E. Stevenson that the ad- 
ministration’s handling of the 
U-2 plane incident gave Khrush- 
chev “the crowbar and_ the 
sledgehammer to wreck the 
meeting.”’

BRAZIL, Ind., June 14 (AP)— 
State police and Dr. Barbara 
Moore differed slightly today on 
how it happened, but the 56- 
year-old British vegetarian was 
more interested in resuming her 
cross-country hike than in dis- 
cussing how an aufo struck her 
yesterday.

The Herald editor said he re- 
plied that he worked for some of 
them and would not be where he 
was if they were not good people. 

Pennekamp described Mack’s 
conversation as_ ‘‘disjointed,’’ 
and said he assumed the com- 
missioner was either tipping him 
off on an upcoming story or 
“trying to polish an apple.” 

Pennekamp said several years 
before he had had a part in rec- 
ommeading Mack to Florida 
Gov. Millard Caldwell for ap- 
pointment to the State Utilities 
Commission. He also related both 
the Herald and the Miami News 
supported Mack in his political 
career. 

The review, before Judge 
Horace Stern of Philadelphia, is 
to determine if any improper 
influences figures in the channel 
award.

State Law Held Cenceieualonel but H 
Court Finds Fault With a rend

HARTFORD, Conn., June 14 


(AP)—The Connecticut Supreme | 


Court of Errors ruled today that 
a state law permitting transpor- 
tation of parochial school pupils 
in public school busses is con- 
stitutional. 


The state’s highest court added, | 


however, that use of money from 
the Connecticut School Fund for 
this type of service is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Income from the School Fund, 
about $117,000 last year, is at 
present deposited in the state’s 
general fund and credited to 
the Education Department. 

Chief Justice Raymond E. 


Baldwin, with three of the four | 


other judges concurring, found 
nothing wrong with the law per- 
mitting nonprofit private school 
children to ride to their classes 
in public school busses. 

The law, they said, ‘‘aids the 
parents in sending their children 
to a school of their choice, as is 
their right. It protects the chil- 
aren from the dangers of modern 
traffic and reduces the hazard 
of contracting illness in bad 
weather.”’ 

‘It is consistent with the pres- 
ent-day policy of gathering chil- 
dren in modern schools for bet- 
ter educational opportunities,”’ 
the opinion continued. ‘“‘It pri- 
marily serves the public health, 
safety and welfare and fosters 
education. 

‘In the light of our history and 
policy, it cannot be said to com- 
pel support of the church. 

It comes up to, but does not 
breach, the ‘wall of separation’ 
between church and state.”

BOMB PLANTED ON RUNWAY 
DAMAGES ALGERIAN PLANE 


PARIS, June 14 (AP)—A twin- 
engined transport plane carrying 
21 passengers was damaged in 
a takeoff in Algeria last Friday 
when a bomb planted in the air- 
port runway exploded, the news- 
paper France-Soir reported yes- 
terday. 

It said the incident took place 
at the airfield of Tahar in the 
Constantine area. 

The old 100-pound aerial bomb 
apparently was buried in the

CASTRO COURT 


Rebel Leader in Cuba 
Found Guilty at Trial 
3 Days After His 
Capture. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba., June 14 
(UPI) — Rebel Capt. Manuel 
Beaton, a bitter foe of Premier 
Fidel Castro, was convicted of 
treason today and sen-enced to 
death before a firiny squad. 

A military court also found 
Beaton guilty of murder, sedi- 
tion and conspiracy at a short 
trial held just three days after 
his capture in the Sierra 
Maestre. He “ad been leading a 
band of anti-Castro guerrillas. 

Beaton’s brother, Cipriano, and 
fellow rebel Felipe Martinez Nor- 
ma also received the death pen- 
alty. 

Capt. Beaton testified he had 
organized a mountain group ‘‘to 
free Santo Domingo (the Domini- 
can Repuplic).’’ He said that 
the arms his band possessed 
were not for use against the 
revolutionary government. 

Beaton denied he was an in- 
surrectionist and said that he 
fled from La Cabana jail in 
Havana to the mountains to avoid 
court-martial for the murder of 
Capt. Cristino Naranjo. His 
brother confessed shooting farm- 
er Pancho Tamayo. Capt. Bea- 
ton had been accused of both 
murders. 

Beaton’s capture late Saturday 
night by Castro militiamen in 
Oriente province climaxed a two- 
month nation-wide search for 
him. 

The military tribunal sentenced 
one other of Beaton’s collabora- 
tors to 30 years in prison, three 
to 20 years each and one to five 
years. 

Seven members of his band, 
who were under age, were sent 
to reform school until they are 
old enough for trial. 


NEW U.S, PLANE VIOLATION, 
108TH, CHARGED BY CHINA 


TOKYO, June 14 (AP) — Red 
China declared an American 
military plane violated Chinese 
territorial air over Yunghsing 
island in the Paracel islands off 
South China for a few minutes 
today.

dancer, twice allegedly defied a 
police edict against indecent 
dances last night, and twice 
rode in a paddy wagon to the 
Page boulevard district station. 

Scheduling of Miss Ware’s act 
at the Stardust, 309 DeBaliviere 
avenue, was a protest against 
orders by Capt. John A. Do- 
herty, commander of the Page 
district. He began a crackdown 
at ‘‘The Strip,’ St. Louis night 
club area, about three months 
ago. 

“I brought Bunny here to make 
a test case in court,” si@& 
Charles (Bud) Elliott, owner of 
the Stardust, who also was ar- 
rested with his manager, An- 
thony Mikes. “I think we have 
a legal right to employ exotic 
dancers. Performers like Bunny 
are not lewd.”’ 

Miss Ware, a short, brown- 
eyed blonde, began her first show 
at 10:45 o’clock last night. A 
standing-room-only crowd ap- 
plauded as she came on the floor 
dressed in a gold lame costume, 
which included a_ sleeveless 
jacket, a flowing skirt, a scarf 
and many brilliant spangles. 

She began the dance at the top 
of a three-foot-high fountain. 
Colored soap bubbles, manipu- 
lated by machinery, rose behind 
her. She gyrated slowly in time 


to music, then danced to the 
floor and began removing her 


clothing, first the spangles, then 
the scarf, the jacket and the 
skirt. 

Detectives Robert Richters and 
Robert Green moved toward the 


‘floor when she got down to a 


ties. However, she swished off 
the stage, trailing a flimsy tur- 
quoise train, before the officers 
reached her. The arrest was 
made in her dressing room. 

A cheering, hooting crowd 
gathered outside as Miss Ware, 
Elliott and Mikes were led to a 
police cruiser. The crowd 
cheered Miss Ware and hooted 
Capt. Doherty, who had taken 
charge of the raiding party. 

Miss Ware and her employes 
returned to the Stardust after 
furnished bond on charges of 
committing and permitting a 
“lewd and indecent act.’’

The second show began at 1:30 


a.m. before a smaller crowd. 
This time Detectives Richters 
and Green moved onstage be- 


fore Miss Ware finished her act. 
The officers accompanied the 
dancer to her dressing room 
where her toy dobermans, Dar- 
lene and Fawn, yapped at them. 
Miss Ware fed the dogs chopped 
chicken and then went to the 
police station again. 

Capt. Doherty said his officers 
had established a ‘“‘good’’ case 
against Miss Ware.

OKS 1.3 BILLION 
HOUSING BIL 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) | 
~The Senate Banking Committee 
approved today a $1,381,500,000 
omnibus housing bill after cut- 
ting out $200,000,000. 


The cust eliminated some fea- 
tures objectionable to the Eisen- 
hower Administration but. still 
left the measure far beyond what 
the President recommended. 


Senator John Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, Housing sub- 
committee chairman, said he be- 
lieved a good bill has been 
worked out and that it should 
be ready for Senate action soon. 


The cuts chopped $150,000,000 
off $300,000,000 voted by the 
Housing subcommittee for direct 
loans to veterans and $50,000,000 
off the $120,000,000 proposed for 
farm housing. 


The Banking Committee ap- 
proved also legislation intended 
to provide loans for saving defi- 
cit-ridden big city mass trans- 
portation systems. 


Loan Program. 


The bill, introduced by Sena- 
tor Harrison A. Williams (Dem.), 
Nenw Jersey, proposes a $100,- 
000,000 loan program for im- 
provement and acquisition of 
rapid transit facilities in urban 
areas. It also would permit the 
Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to encourage and aid in 
the planning of transit improve- 
ments. 

The bill would’ incorporate 
transit into the urban redevel- 
opment program on the theory 
that any big city rehabilitation 
program must take into consid- 
eration the community’s transit 
needs. 

Meanwhile, the Senate began 
consideration of a bill that would 
authorize futurne construction of 
132 flood control and navigation 
projects involving federal funds 
totaling $1,582,798,352. 


Opposed by opponents as 
“pork barrel legislatior,’’ the 
bill is similar to measures vetoed 
in 1956 and in 1958 by President 
Eisenhower. He objected that 
some projects had not been fully | 
reviewed by Arm. engineers and 
that others should not be au- 
thorized at all. 

Public Works Bill. 

The bill was initiated by the 
House Public Works Committee 
last year. When passed by the 
House the measure carried au- 
thorizations for 65 projects with 
a total cost of about $700,000,000. 

In the invervening year numer- 
ous other projects have been re- 
viewed and approved by Army 
engineers and these projects 
were added to the bill by the 
Senate Public Works Committee. 

Included n the measure are in- 
creases in author zations for 11 
major river ‘a: is. They ac- 
count for $736,000,000 of the bill’s 
total. 

The Eisenhower Administration 
yesterday increased the scope of 
proposals to assist colleges and 
universities in financing urgently 
needed facilities.

Most large American cities are dissatisfied 
with preliminary census figures. These fig- 
ures confirm an increasing population shift 
from central city to suburbs, and raise more 
serious problems than that of prestige. 

Kansas City, for one example, is demanding 
a recount. Recently that city advertised a 
26 per cent population gain since 1950 for 
Greater Kansas City. But behind this boast 
was the fact that Kansas City proper had 
grown by only 11,703 despite large annexa- 
tions. Its preliminary count of 468,825 is 
short of the half-million that the city eagerly 
anticipated. 

St. Louis is a more typical example of the 
urban trend. On Jan. 1, this area’s popula- 
tion was estimated at two million, with the 
county figure put at 640,000 and the city at 
850,000, a slight decline. But in May census- 
takers suggested that the city might show a 
startling population loss to perhaps 800,000, 
while the county exceeded 700,000. 


Only in the West and Southwest have cities 
generally produced figures to make their 
Chambers of Commerce glow with pride. Ten- 
tative census counts indicate that Philadel- 
phia has dropped from 2,071,605 to 1,923,940; 
Detroit from 1,849,568 to 1,678,613; Cleveland 
from 914,808 to 871,415; Minneapolis from 
521.718 to 482,804. Chicago may have lost 
150,000. And while some other cities have 
grown, the suburbs generally have grown six 
times as fast as their cities, leaving many city 
officials skeptical or unbelieving. 

Yet however the final census defines the 
stature of cities, the trend to the suburbs is 
well known and only confirms the issues and 
paradoxes which have concerned American 
cities and their leaders since World War II. 

One such problem is urban under-repre- 
sentation in state capitals and in Washington. 
Cities have long protested rural over-repre- 
sentation. The same injustice may now be 
applied to the growing suburbs. Even if these 
are granted fair legislative apportionment, 
though, is there sufficient assurance that 
suburban legislators will display a sense of 
common purpose with city legislators? 

Another issue posed by the flight to the 
suburbs is the weakening of the city’s ability 
to fight the decay that is left behind. Loss 
of population may affect the tax base as well 
as state and federal aid for a host of urban 
programs including health, welfare and even 
highways. Paradoxically, the need for im- 
proved metropolitan services such as transit 
increases for both city and suburbs while 
political balkanization makes it more diffi- 
cult to provide a unified solution.

Clearly the urban community today is not 
a city at all but a sprawling metropolis ill- 
equipped to give undivided attention to its 
problems. Diverse approaches have been tried: 
centralized county government in Miami, Fla.; 
decentralized boroughs in New York; the 
“functional” approach of St. Louis through 
its Metropolitan Sewer District and Bi-State 
Agency. ? 

Yet no urban area today has the kind of 
centralized direction customary to that of the 
cities in Which urban populations concen- 
trated in the past. Less capable of helping 
themselves in many cases, all cities seek 
federal aid. Many mayors support Mayor 
Tucker's appeal for a Cabinet post for urban 
affairs. 


This far from a rural past, the United 
States does owe itself more serious consider- 
ation of urban problems. A national map 
may show 50 states, but the census portrays 
a series of metropolitan complexes which con- 
tain nearly two thirds of the country’s pop- 
ulation. Never have the concerns of local 
government been so much a national concern 
as in 1960. 


Gadgets on the Move 


Mechanical brains have emerged from in- 
fancy into adolescence. Evidence for this is 
the I.B.M. announcement that two of them now 
talk to each other by telephone. Any parent 
can tell I.B.M. what to expect as those phone 
conversations get longer and longer. A sure 
sign of puppy love.

Then the me- 
chanical adolescents will turn. into adults, and 
there may be mechanical battle hymns. Any- 
way, itno longer seems safe to argue that ma- 
chines never will catch up with humans. 


Better but Still Short 


The military budget that the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee sends to the floor has 
been vastly overhauled since the Administra- 
tion prepared it, and in many respects is a 
better measure. The $40,384,897,000 bill pro- 
vides more than the President’s original budg- 
et, from which he later cut $120,000,000, and 
is $1,047,030,000 more than the House voted. 

The measure now is a product of much in- 
terchange of thinking on swiftly changing mil- 
itary technological facts. The question of just 
how and to what extent new weapons of 
greater speed, longer range and more devas- 
tating firepower can best replace older ones 
is most complex. Changes are sure to occur 
on the floor and it seems certain House and 
Senate conferees will have much to thresh out. 

As the bill stands, there is still insufficient 
money for airborne alert capability, B-70 su- 
personic plane, F-106 interceptor plane, troop 
transport, Army modernization, long-range 
missile and anti-submarine warfare. 

Funds needed for these purposes could easi- 
ly be taken from the questionable Bomarc-B 
anti-aircraft missile system which was cut out 
in the House but restored in the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. The F-106 inter- 
ceptor, judging from testimony, would pro- 
vide more protection from bombers than the 
unproved Bomarc-B. 

The Navy, which has fought hard for res- 
toration of its $293,000,000 giant aircraft car- 
rier, also won in the Senate Committee. Asa 
ship able to handle the latest jets, it would be 
an asset both for nuclear warfare and for 
conventional warfare. The Army, with only 
$162,000,000 for its modernization program, 
has given ample evidence that it needs much 
more for that purpose. Good troops with ob- 
solete arms are not effective. 

After the very strong case that has been 
made for an airborne alert capability, it is sur- 
prising to find only the $85,000,000 requested 
by the Administration in the bill. The House 
had added $115,000,000 for this purpose and 
Senator Symington led a fight to allow an 
additional $416,000,000. The Senate Commit- 
tee’s view that in an emergency the President 
can always allot funds for that purpose is a 


strange one. In an emergency the alert capa- 
bility must be at hand, not in pruspect. 

The Senate should do its utmost to strengthen 
the bill on the floor. The Administration has 
been planning on a $4 billion surplus during 
the fiscal year that begins July 1. Congress 
can properly insist on using some of that 
money for defense. 


U.N. and the Sky Sentry 


Satellites carrying television devices so they 
can serve as sentries in the sky hold promise 
of great military value. Probably Moscow is 
striving as diligently as is the United States 
to.perfect the first such reconnaissance ve- 
hicles. But would not the goal of world 
peace be better served if such an aerial watch- 
dog system were supervised from the start by 
the United Nations and used to guarantee all 
nations immunity from any surprise attack? 


Ever since the first sputnik went into orbit 
it has been apparent that space control would 
be related to disarmament. Soon after the 
space era broke, Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles warned that mankind was facing 
“an opportunity which is almost staggering 
in its possible implications.” Senate Majority 
Leader Johnson stressed ‘“‘the opportunity of 
adding a new dimension to freedom—and with 
it the very real prospect of reaching our goal 
of total peace.” Last December the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly passed a resolution declaring 
that space should be the field of peace. But 
here the movement stopped. 


Since then the U-2 spy plane and the ex- 
perimental eye-in-the-sky satellites, Tiros and 
Midas, have emphasized the value of intelli- 
gence attained from aloft and the swift prog- 
ress being made by orbiting vehicles. The 
Senate Appropriations Committee, reacting to 
these developments, last week added $83,- 
800,000 to the military budget bill for speed- 
ing up reconnaissance satellite development. 
In its report this committee said early attain- 
ment of such sentry vehicles would provide 
the United States with “intelligence capability 
which is vitally needed to prevent surprise 
attack, continually assess the threat to our na- 
tional security and provide our strategic (air) 
force with vital information.” 

Senator Johnson, appearing on television 
Sunday, advocated a reconnaissance satellite 
“crash program.” He would “put a television 
camera on the rest of the world and then 
make available its results to all members of 
the U.N.” But would such a gesture toward 
co-operation be enough? 

The United States should be doing every- 
thing that it can to obtain a satellite surveil- 
lance and warning system. But at the same 
time it could be taking steps to international- 
ize such a system. It is estimated that an 
operational sentry satellite might be attained 
in two or three years. Within that same pe- 
riod, if action were taken promptly, it would 
be possible for the U.N. to take supervision 
of this satellite and its sisters. 

Why should we not devote at least a frac- 
tion of the effort that is going into develop- 
ment of sky sentries to the equally important 
task of making sure that they serve world 
interests rather than national interests? 


The Surpluses Roll On 


The difficulty of dealing with farm sur- 
pluses in the absence of a drastic revision of 
the country’s agricultural policy is illustrated 
by two recent events. Last Thursday in an 
effort to halt the increase in supplies the 
Senate passed a bill that would require wheat 
growers to cut acreage 20 per cent next year 
if they wanted full price supports. The fol- 
lowing day the Department of Agriculture 
forecast a wheat crop of 1,271,310,000 bush- 
els, which would be one-eighth larger than 
last year’s crop and 16 per cent larger than 
average. It would add an estimated 200,000,- 
000 bushels to the reserve and surplus of 
1,320,000,000 bushels already accumulated 
from past crops. How to protect farm income 
and allow for the vagaries of nature without 
overcharging the consumer and the taxpayer 
is a problem with which neither political party 
has come to grips. If a sound and imaginative 
plan can be brought forward and debated in 
the campaign, everyone will benefit. 


Funds to Be Restored 


The House Appropriations Committee cut 
of $790,500,000 in President Eisenhower’s orig- 
inal foreign aid request is smaller than was 
forecast before Premier Khrushchev adopted 
his new tough line, but it is still far too large. 
Congress already has limited the maximum 
appropriation to $4,086,300,000, about $89,- 
000,000 less than the President sought, but 
the House and Senate have it within their 
power to raise the grant of money to the maxi- 
mum amount authorized. We hope congres- 
sonal leaders will make every effort to do this. 


Washington experts are predicting the final 
appropriation will be about $3,600,000,000, 
and say that if this much is voted the pro- 
gram will be in fairly sound shape. But Mr. 
Eisenhower thought the full amount was 
needed, and he so stated in a special plea to 
the committee just before he departed on his 
Far East trip. The proposed cuts “cannot but 
jeopardize our own security and the defense 
of the free world,” he said. He referred par- 
ticularly to the 20 per cent reduction in the 
two billions asked for military assistance and 
a slightly larger percentage cut in the defense 
Support request. 

We believe the original program as pro- 
posed by the President was fully as important 
as he said it was. The cuts recommended by 
the committee are too deep, and the members 
should be embarrassed to admit that Mr. 
Khrushchev frightened them into holding the 
line as well as they did. The program can 
stand on its own merits, and we hope the 
House and Senate will recognize this. 


Speed or Consequences 


Senate Minority Leader Dirksen has raised 
the possibility that Congress may have to re- 
turn to the Capital after the July conventions 
to finish up its work for the year. If this 
should happen—and we rather think the leg- 
islators will make every effort to prevent it— 
Congress might face an unprecedented situa- 
tion. For example, some crystal balls would 
show Vice President Nixon, the Republican 
presidential nominee, presiding over a Senate 
which contains Senator Kennedy, the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee, and the two dis- 
gruntled Democratic also-rans, Senators John- 
son and Symington. Senators who ponder 
this possibility can be counted on to work at 
top speed from now on—unless they see a 
governor, or two. The Democrats gather at 
Los Angeles in less than four weeks.

Rise of the Professional Planners 


Growing Urban Problems Create Staggering Demand for Men Trained to Answer Them

America’s cities, suffering from a 
variety of ailments ranging from 
downtown deterioration to suburban 
sprawl, are turning increasingly to 
professional planners to get them out 
of their difficulties. 


“It’s a little frightening,’’ comments 
one planner who recently was called 
in by the city council of a medium- 
sized Midwestern city to head a team 
drafting a master blueprint of the 
city’s growth for the next 20 years. 
“They’ve given us a 
free hand and ex- 
pect us to solve all 
their problems for 
them. We’re just 
not that good.” 

Since 1950, ac- 
cording to the 
Committee for 
Economic Development, a privately 
financed research organization, ex- 
penditures by local governments for 
planning have tripled and the number 
of employes of municipal planning de- 
partments has more than doubled. 
Local spending on planning now runs 
more than $30,000,000 a year, largely 
for salaries. And so much work is 
available that more than 200 private 
consulting firms are now in the field. 

The physical product of all this labor 
is staggering. It includes weighty vol- 
umes sometimes running hundreds of 
pages of multi-colored maps and 
charts of the city of the future, plus 
traffic studies, land use surveys, new 
subdivision regulations and zoning or- 
dinances, 

The content of some of the plans 
is equally staggering, calling for the 
expenditure of billions of dollars on 
public improvements of all sorts. Phil- 
adelphia’s City Planning Commission, 
in a 375-page report issued last month,

on which to spend the taxpayers’ 
money. Comprehensive planning, they 
claim, lessens the likelihood of mis- 
located schools.which later require ex- 
pensive bus service to collect pupils, 
of truck routes being bulldozed through 
residential neighborhoods or even of 
streets being resurfaced this year and 
then torn up next year to lay in sewer 
lines. 


Frederick H. Blair Jr., a Florida 
consultant, describes the technique of 
city planning this way: ‘‘You get the 
facts on the current situation and how 
it got that way. From these you make 
the best guess you can as to where 
things are headed. Then you try to 
figure out where things should be 
headed. And then you work out a 
scheme .to get things headed in the

The nation’s mayors, meanwhile, are 
making a concerted drive to get Con- 
gress to greatly expand existing fed- 
eral aid programs for urban renewal, 
or slum clearance, to at least $600,000,- 
000 a year over a 10-year period. Fed- 
eral spending on urban renewal in the 
year ending June 30 is expected to 
total $197,000,000. The mayors argue 
that with their taxing power restricted 
largely to real estate and personal 
property and with many cities close 
to their debt limit because of the bur- 
den of providing facilities for expanded 
populations, greater aid from Uncle 
Sam is necessary. 


To qualify for federal aid for urban 
renewal, it is usually necessary for a 
city to have a comprehensive plan. 
Largely as a result of this, the demand 
for city planners suddenly seems to 
have spurted far beyond the available 
supply. The American Society of Plan- 
ning Officials, a non-profit clearing 
house of information for planners, cur- 
rently is listing 128 unfilled planning 
jobs, some of them dating back to 
1959. New York, Pittsburgh, Louis- 
ville, Minneapolis, St. Louis and San 
Francisco, as well as many smaller 
cities, have vacancies in their planning 
staffs.

generation because of the low 
wartime birth rate. 

Therefore Moscow is especially 
eager to reduce its soldiery and 
add to its labor pool. Russia 
now relies ever more heavily on 
nuclear-missile defense and “‘is 


emulating the program we used 
to call ‘“‘a bigger bang for a 
buck.”’ 


U. S. and “Missile Gap.” 

Unilaterally, it is demobilizing 
some conventional forces al- 
ready. And _ obviously, since 
Khrushchev finds it necessary to 
cut the size of his own forces, 
his negotiators hope to persuade 
the West to follow suit. 

The approach of the United 
States is different. We are aware 
that in two to three years a 
period of ‘‘missile gap’’ will set 
in and for some time thereafter 


we will be weaker than the So-' 


viets in 
strength. 

Furthermore, we realize that 
under our alliance system we 
must remain ready to send emer- 
gency units to ‘brush fire” 
wars at distant spots. All this 
means heavy spending unless we

can get iron-clad accords on 
arms control and_ inspection 
everywhere. 


Chilled by Cold War. 

We know we won't get this 
soon. Therefore while we want 
in theory to disarm, we also 
want in practice, to rearm and 
repair present weaknesses. Poli- 
ticians in both our parties call 
for more defense spending while 
our Geneva delegation seeks the 
opposite. 

Most negotiators here are old 
enough to remember previous 
unsuccessful efforts to reduce 
the armaments burden between 
World War I and World War II. 
Yet when those unsuccessful ef- 
forts were made, the atmosphere 
of political and ideological dis- 
trust was far less unfavorable 
than that in which present ne- 
gotiators must deal. 

In the days of Briand and 
Kellogg there was no_ such 
phrase as cold war. Now, for 
painfully evident reasons, cold 
war thinking underlies virtually 


‘every aspect of these Geneva 


talks.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
—The baseball! bill, which would 
liberalize the drafting of players | 
from team to team, was in the 
lap of the Senate today. There 
was no indication how soon the 
Senate might act and little hope 
of passage before Congress ad- 
journs next month. 

The Judiciary Committee 
yesterday voted to report the bill 
to the floor without any recom- 
mendation for or against 
passage. 

The measure would provide 
that each major league could 
own or cOntrol only 40 players 
exempt from draft by rival 
teams. There is one exception: 
A player would not be subject 
to draft until he had completed 
four years in organized baseball. 

Just what effect the bill would 
have on the proposed Continental 
League drafting players from the 
National and American Leagues 
remains to be seen.

Inventive Chatter 


With Rube Goldberg 


PARIS, June 14. 

THERE ARE VERY FEW MEN who have had the honor 
of having their names become part of the English language. 
One who made it is 76-year-old Rube Goldberg, dean of 
American cartoonists, whose zany inventions, which he drew 
for many years, have led 
many people to describe 
any infernal thing they 
don’t understand as a 
“Rube Goldberg.” 

We had lunch in Paris 
the other day with Mr. 
Goldberg and discussed 
with him many of the 
things he has invented to 
help benefit mankind, He 
wasn’t sure which was the 
most important. But near 
the top of the list was his 
famous machine to help 
a wife zip her dress. 

In this one, a bird is 
hung over a bathtub. Next 
to the bird, sticking out 
over a shelf, is a box of 
matches. On the end of 
one of the matches is a 
birdseed. As the bird 
reaches for the birdseed, 
he strikes the match, which lights up the other matches, 
which fall down onto the tail of a turtle who is sitting on the 
edge of the bathtub. When the turtle’s tail starts burning, the 
turtle jumps into the bathtub, which is filled with water. This 
causes a rope around his neck to tighten on a pulley. The 
other end of the rope is attached to the wife's zipper. As the 
turtle goes down into the bathtub, the zipper goes up. 

Mr. Goldberg isn’t sure how many man-hours his simple 
invention has saved husbands who are trying to get dressed 
at the same time their wives are trying to get zipped up, but 
he thinks, conservatively, it would be about 30,000,000. At the 
same time, some of his severe and, he believes, jealous 
critics have accused him of causing a turtle-tail shortage. 
But there is still more demand for a zipped-up wife than for 
turtle tails, so Mr. Goldberg accepts the criticism with a 
smile, 
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ANOTHER INVENTION that Mr. Goldberg takes pride 
in is his automatic stamp-licking machine. In this one, he has 
a mechanical man who is put into motion by an electric 
machine, Next to the mechanical man is an open can of ants, 
and next to the can of ants are the stamps you want to lick. 
As soon as a switch is pulled, the man is put in motion and 
he kicks over the can of ants, which sprinkle all over the 
stamps. 


Next to the stamps is a hungry anteater (he 
shouldn’t be fed any ants for three days previous to 
the morning you’re going to mail your letters). The 
hungry anteater immediately dives for the ants and 
while lapping them up automatically licks the stamps. 


Mr. Goldberg’s mind is never at peace. He is always 
searching for simpler and easier ways of helping others. 
While we were lunching, it suddenly occurred to him that 
there must be millions of people who don’t want a big 
French lunch in Paris but they are shamed into ordering it 
by the waiter. 


SO. MR. GOLDBERG developed a way of overcoming it. 
“The first thing to do is order everything the waiter sug- 
gests,’ he told us. ‘“Then, when the waiter goes to place the 
order, put a parrot on your shoulder. Then take off the top of 
the bottle of French mustard which 1s on the table. The 
mustard fumes will get in its eyes, causing the parrot to fall 
off your shoulder into a wine bucket filled with water. The 
* parrot willl splash about in the water and get the woman 
~ sitting at the next table all wet. As her dress starts shrinking 
- from the water, she'll start to scream. This will attract a 
gendarme passing by who will rush in to see what is hap- 
pening, 


“As he rushes in he knocks over a hors d’oeuvre 
cart and then skids on an olive. His foot then comes 
up and knocks the tray out of the hands of the waiter 
carrying your order. At this moment you pretend 
you're furious and leave the restaurant in a huff and 
walk across the street and have a hamburger in a 
snack bar. Thus you avoid having a big French 
lunch,”

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Manhattan Island--‘The 


The Indians didn’t know they 
owned Manhattan, and were 
mighty surprised that anyone 
wanted to buy it. But the big- 
gest shock to the red men was 
to discover the Dutch had paid. 
off the wrong Indians! It was a 
double-pronged illegality which 
makes a wonderful yarn about 
the beginnings of the sky- 
scraper city, written by a Man- 
hattan playwright, novelist and 
biographer—the son of Robert 
Benchley. This is from “The 
Best From America Heri- 
tage.”

BY NOW, it is probably too 
late to do anything about it, but 
the unsettling fact remains that 
the so-called sale of Manhattan 
Island to the Dutch in 1626 was 
a totally illegal deal; a group of 
Brooklyn Indians perpetrated the 
swindle, and they had no more 
right to sell Manhattan Island 
than the present mayor of White 
Plains would have to declare 
war on France. When the Man- 
hattan Indians found out about 
it they were understandably furi- 
ous, but by that time the Dutch 
had too strong a foothold to be 
dislodged. 

To understand how this was 
brought about, it is important to 
know something about the lo- 
cal Indians of the period. They 
were all, or almost all, of -Al- 
gonquian origin; those who later 
became known as the Manhat- 
tans were actually Weckquaes- 
geeks, who belonged to the Wap- 
pinger Confederation. Their main 
village was Nappeckamack, on 
the site of what is now Yonkers, 
and they had a fort called Nipi- 
nichsen, on the north bank of 
Spuyten Duyvil. They lived in 
little clusters of igiloo-like bark 
huts along the Hudson river and 
the Westchester shore of Long 
Island Sound, and they used 
Manhattan for hunting and fish- 
ing stations. 

The fishing was more reward- 
ing than it is now. Aside from 
shad, there were sturgeon and 
flatfish, and massive oyster and 
clam beds all along the shore 
line. In addition to these delica- 
cies, every now and then a whale 
would get stranded on a sand bar 
down in the Narrows, and the 
braves would take out after it 
in their dugout canoes. 

By general consent, the Weck- 
quaesgeeks occupied the north- 
ern three quarters of the island, 
and the Canarsees, who were 
members of the Montauk branch 
of the Algonquians, had only the 
southern tip, plus all of what is 
now Brooklyn. But there was 
enough fish and game for all, 
and nobody bothered very much 
about boundaries. The game was 
fairly spectacular; bears, wolves, 
moose and turkey, and there 
were even cases when an occa- 
sional bison would wander in 
from the west, just in time to 
find himself transformed into a 
buffalo robe. 


In consequence of all this lar- 
gess, the Indians were happy 
with their lot. They were well 
fixed for food and clothing, and 
their only real worry was epi- 
demics, and the periodic raids 
that the upstate Mohawks made 
to collect overdue tribute. 


Their relations with the white 
men were, initially, good. No 
significant contact with the In- 
dians is recorded until 1609, when 
Henry Hudson sailed up the river 
in search of a passage to the 
Orient. 

In the next 15 years, more and 
more fur traders arrived on Man- 
hattan, some of them even set- 
ting up storehouses on the south- 
ern tip of the island, and in all 
that time their dealings with the 


Sixty guilders and the deed was done. Everybody was happy—ex cept the Weckquaesgeek Indians, the real owners 


Indians were friendly. In 1625 
the first livestock arrived—103 
sheep, cows, horses and pigs— 
and they were the first such ani- 
mals the Indians had ever seen. 
The savages were overcome by 
not only the sight of the animals 
but also by their by-products, 
such as milk, cheese, bacon, ham 
and mutton. 

From the Indians’ point of 
view, something new and inter- 
esting was happening every day 
(their first view of the Dutch 
wooden shoes was the cause for 
no end of giggling and general 
merriment), and since the Dutch 
were under strict orders to be as 
nice to the natives as possible, 
the untoward incidents were re- 
duced to an absolute minimum. 

Then, on May 4, 1626, Peter 
Minuit, sent by the Dutch West 
India company to be the formal 
director-general of New Nether- 
land, arrived. The Dutch knew 
that the French and British, the 
latter with flanking colonies at 
Plymouth and Jamestown, would

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Reducing Drugs 


‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“IN ORDER TO CURB HIS WEIGHT, my son has been 
taking a drug off and on for over a year. Are there any bad 
effects from this? His doctor prescribed the drug. N.H.” 


Similar letters are becoming rather frequent, not only about 
the drug you mentioned, but other medicines. 


In your son's case, the drug is intended to curb the 
appetite, and its record, so far as safety is concerned, is 
pretty good. It ought to be used—the manufacturer gives this 
advice, too—in conjunction with a low-calorie diet. You can’t 
“take a pill’ and expect to do all the work of reducing! 


Since your son’s doctor prescribed the drug, he 
will be watching to see whether it is doing any mis- 
chief. I presume, of course, that your son continues to 
consult him at reasonable intervals. The fact that a 
doctor prescribes a medication does not mean that it 
is going to be safe oe Any drug—and this is 
a rule to keep in mind—that is powerful enough to do 
good may be powerful enough to be harmful if over- 
used. 


So your son, and anyone else taking medicine on a long- 
term basis, would do well to ask the doctor how often a check- 
up is advisable, and whether there are any particular signs 
that the patient can watch for. (Sometimes there are; some- 
times there aren’t, the latter being true because in some 
cases there are signs that the doctor can recognize although 
they won’t be apparent to the patient until after too much 
damage has occurred.) 

In your son’s case, so long as he sees his doctor at sensible 
intervals, there’s no cause to worry. However, there are other 
“reducing drugs’’ which are not as safe, and require close 
watching. 


As to my basic attitude on use of drugs to reduce 
—either by curbing the appetite, which is the least 
risky way, or using the drugs which distort the metabo- 
lism—I’m chronically against them. 


Drugs are a poor excuse for weight reduction because 
you can’t keep on using any of them indefinitely. They “‘carry”’ 
you as long as you keep using them, and that’s all. 

Carry a baby all the time and he never learns to walk. 

Let drugs ‘‘carry’’ you while you reduce, and you never 
learn to eat properly and to exercise properly. Both of these 
are necessary to keep your weight correct. 


‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“FOR 10 YEARS I have suffered from what skin doctors 
say is neuro-dermatitis. The itching is bad. I have had all 
kinds of lotions, even X-ray treatments, but I still have the 
trouble. M.N.S.’’ 


The most important thing I know about neuro- 
dermatitis is that it usually appears in tense, nervous 
individuals. Your own understanding of this, and your 
effort to help yourself, may be the most important 
factor of all. Mild sedation, tranquilizers, and the 
patient’s own effort to avoid becoming wrought up over 
trifles are usually the most successful treatment. If 
you are a tense individual, you can’t help that. But 
you can make a persistent, long-term effort not. to let 
small worries upset you. Learn to say, of any upset- 
ting incident, ‘Well, that’s something I CAN ignore. 
So I will.” 


W.P.: Whether you use soap or a detergent, thorough 
rinsidg of the dishes is necessary. Traces of either can be 
bothering you. With thorough rinsing in hot water, I don’t 
think it matters much whether you wipe the dishes or drain 
them.

He Trailed His Medical Class in Grades at Washington U., but Topped Them Allin Pranks

MEMBERS of the 1960 grad- 
uating class of Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine say it 
was just like Sam Farley to send 
out invitations to his graduation 
exercises and then disappear. 

Sam has always been a strange 
fellow. Lovable and entertaining, 
but never one to follow the letter 
of the rule. Maybe that’s why 
Sam was so popular with his fel- 
low medical students struggling 
through a tough curriculum that 
seldom permitted time for the 
frivolous. 

Students and the medical school 
faculty became aware of Samuel 
M. Farley early in the freshman 
year when his name appeared on 
a list of nominees for the class 
presidency. Sam almost won. It 
was after that that his pranks 
began. 

One day he showed up early 
before a particularly difficult ex- 
amination and wrote in large let- 
ters on the board, ‘‘There will be 
no exam today. (Signed) Sam 
Farley, the Students’ Friend.”

ERIC KAEPPEL of St. Louis 
sends a worthwhile proposal that 
combines recreation with the so- 
lution of a difficult civil defense 
problem.

Some of the faculty say they 
knew from the first time they 
saw the knack Sam had for ar- 
ranging a stethoscope in his hip 
pocket that he had the makings 
of a great physician. 

About a month ago Sam’s fel- 
low students began talking about 
how Sam had brightened their 
lives through the past four years 
and decided to erect a memorial 
to him. It isn’t often that living 
people get honored with a memo- 
rial but Sam did. 

Lack of funds prevented the 
erection of something like a hos- 
pital or a medical library in his 
honor but a big board fence 
blocking the medical center hos- 
pitals from the construction area 
served the purpose. Students sol- 
emnly dedicated ‘‘The Samuel 
Farley Memorial Fence”’ and be- 
neath the legend placed a plaster 
head of Sam wearing a mortar- 
board on some sand in an over- 
size spittoon. 

On June 4 at the annual Senior 
Awards Program, Sam’s name 
was announced by Dr. Edward 
W. Dempsey, dean of the medi- 
cal school, as one of the seniors 
who would be graduated June 6 
with the Washington University 
School of Medicine Class of 1960. 
Sam had made the grade. 

“Before I started reading the 
Jong list of 85 candidates for 
graduation, I asked that there be 
no applause since it was such a 
hot night and we didn’t want the 
proceedings to run on indefinite- 
ly,” Dr. Dempsey smiled as he 
talked of Sam. “All went well 
until I read off Sam M. Farley, 
sine laude, and it brought down 
the house. I had been aware of 
Sam for four years but I wasn’t 
prepared for the deafening ap- 
plause he received.” 


There are those who say that 
Sam Farley never existed. 
There are also people who say 
there is no Santa Claus and 
still others who do not believe 
in leprechauns.

Pet Doetor

QUESTION: Our dog died giv- 
ing birth to a litter. How do we 
feed the puppies? 


' Answer: Chaos and failure can 
result when the best intentioned 
human ‘akes over in a situation 
like this: Be prepared for a 24- 
hour-schedule for at least 10 
days after birth. If the mother 
was able to give the puppies 
their first feeding “which con- 
tains important antibodies) your 
success as step-parent has a 
greater chance. Utensils and 
formulas require the same ster- 
ile preparation as those for a 
baby. The first day or two, feed 
an eyedropper full of formula 
every two hours. After this, the 
orphan will take one-half to 
three-fourths ounce of formula in 
a doll’s bottle every two hours. 
(Nights too, I’m afraid.) You 
will sense when the pur requires 
more food. When he starts con- 
Suming more than one ounce at 
a feeding, you can ,elax for four 
hours at a time. Night feeding 
is eliminated between one and 
two weeks, depending on the 
puppies’ progress. When their 
eyes are open, introduce them to 
milk in a pan. Formulas are 
available at pet stores. I have 
had good results with the follow- 
ing: Four ounces evaporated 
milk, four ounces water, one egg 
yolk, two teaspoons light syrup 
and three to ! ve drops of pedi- 
atric vitamins. The temperature 
of the formula should be ap- 
proximately 105 degrees.

‘Why I Am for Stevenson’ 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, June 14. 

I CALLED GOV. ADLAITI 
STEVENSON and asked him if 
he would be willing to clarify 
for me his position on being a 
candidate. 


He was certainly not one of 
the active candidates who had 
been fighting for the nomination 
more or less strenuously, but he 
had never said he would not be 
a candidate. He had said that 
he would engage in no stop 
movement against any candidate 
for any particular reasons which 
had been advanced by various 
people. 

Spontaneously, however, after 
the summit, people seemed to 
crop up in groups all over the 
country to work for him to be 
nominated at the convention. 
Here in New York we found 
people with petitions stopping 
people in the street. 

I was not coming out for any- 
one until the convention, but 
more and more activity has been 
developing and I have been 
getting letters from all over the 
country. Since I have come out 
for Stevenson, people stop me on 
the street and tell me how happy 
they are. 

So I felt we needed word from 
him as to how he really felt, and 
I released, as soon as I received 
it, his statement on the subject. 
Here is what he says about his 
position: 

“T have, as you know, taken 
no part in presidential politics 
for the past three years. And I 
do not now intend to try to in- 
fluence the nomination in any 
way by ‘indorsing’ anyone, or 
trying to ‘stop’ anyone, or by 
seeking it myself. 

‘T have not made and will not 
make any ‘deals’ with anyone. 

‘I am not, as you recognize in 
your statement, a ‘declared can- 
didate.’ This leaves: only the 
question, again in your terms, of 
‘shirking public responsibility.’ 


“IT have declined repeatedly to 


MRS. ROOSEVELT 


comment on questions about a 
‘draft.’ I think I have made it 
clear in my public life, however, 
that I will serve my country and 
my party whenever called upon.” 

This is clear. If there is the 
call on the part of the party and 
the country, he will be a candi- 
date. 


Those of us who are old poli- 
ticians know that in a ‘conven- 
tion is it rare for the delegates 
to be free to do as their con- 
science dictates, but I think this 
is a convention where the lead- 
ers should, as far as possible, 
say to the members of their del- 
egations, ‘‘The world situation is 
too serious for us to take it upon 
ourselves to dictate to you how 
you should vote. Some of you 
have mandates from your con- 
stituents, but if you feel you are 
following the dictates of your 
conscience, we will not interfere 
with you.” 


Because I decided on Thursday 
of last week to change my mind 
since I felt the world situation 
was so serious we needed to 
give the people of this country 
the opportunity to vote for the 


best possible man and the best 
possible ticxet that the Demo- 
crats could put in the field, I 
came out for stevenson and 
Kennedy, signed a petition ad- 
dressed to the delegates of our 
Democratic National Convention, 
and made a statement explain- 
ing my action. 


Ordinarily, I would think it 
did not make much difference 
what I did, but my political mail 
is of very great interest at the 
present time. The people seem 
to want a man of maturity with 
proved administrative ability 
and experience in dealing with 
the heads of government in all 
parts of the world, and this man 
is quite obviously Adlai E. 
Stevenson, 


Two things made me feel that 
a simple citizen such as I am 
had an obligatio. to speak out. 
One was a statement on the part 
of Prof. Arthur M. Schlesinger 
Jr. of Harvard and Prof. S. 
Commanger and Joseph L. Rauh 
Jr. They saic that since 
Stevenson was not a candidate 
they were coming out for Ken- 
nedy. At the same time Chair- 
man Paul M. Butler told a Cali- 
fornia group for Stevenson that, 
since Stevenson was not a Can- 
didate, they were not entitled to 
any headquarters space where 
other Democratic candidates 
would be accommodated during 
the Democratic national conven- 
tion, 


In giving my reasons for my 
own personal decision to come 
out at this time, I explained that 
it was not a question of being 
against any one of the candidates 
in the field at the present time. 
But I had the feeling that as an 
individual and as a party we 
were obligated to offer the best 
we had, and I named the ticket 
I feel is the best and strongest. 


That Adlai Stevenson is not a 
declared candidate on his own 
initiative seems to me quite na- 
tural, but he has never shirked 


public responsibility. I feel sure 


there is a growing groundswell 
among a great number of people 
in this country indicating trust 
and confidence in Mr. Steven- | 
son in our present critical world 
situation. I think we should 
recognize this, for it will mean | 
greater unity and strength for 
him as a president. 


I realize that I am being pre- 
sumptuous in expressing my opin- 
ion when there are so many 
people with greater political 
knowledge and experience than I 
can possibly hope to attain, but 
sometimes the voice of the aver- 
age person needs to be heard.
